Albany’s $45,000 street paving 
program for 1950 will get under 
way within the next two weeks, ac- 
cording to an announcement today 
by E. A. Tarr, city engineer, 

With the State financing over 87} 
per cent of the program, plans call 
for the’ resurfacing of the following 
major streets: East side of Key 
Route Blvd, from Solano Ave: to 
the El Cerrito: city limits; Masonic 
from Portland Ave, the 
Berkeley city limits; Marin Ave.

Plans also call for the widening | 
of the north side of Portland Ave.

The State has allotted $40,000 for 
the paving fund, Tarr said, while 
the City Council set aside the $5000 
balance in the 1950 budget. 

Major street repairs, estimated to 
cost $30,000, will be covered with 
asphalt two inches deep, while the 
balance of money will be used for 
light resurfacing of minor streets. 

Tarr said the State bases its street 
repair allotment on the City’s popu- 
lation-as determined by Federal de- 
ciannual censtis and donates $2.75 
per person.
